Effective means shall be provided in every motor cab for preventing* tlie heat of the 
motor or of the exhaust pipe connection from injuriously affecting other parts of the cab or 
interfering with the comfort of passengers All wires carrying electric current must be 
properly insulated and protected from injury, and so placed that they cannot be a source 
of danger. 

26. The outlet from the silencer shall not^ in any motor cab, be so placed as to project 
the exhaust directly on to the road^ or be so placed or directed as to alarm horses that may be 
immediately behind the cab. 

27. Every motor cab shall have at least one driving wheel fitted with an approved mean® 
of preventing or limiting side-slip,^ and shall carry at least one spare inflated tyre and rim 
other approved device which can, if necessary, be quickly fitted to any »vheel. 

2v'^. EA^ery motor cab in which there is a partition between passenger and driver shall 
be provided Avith a means of communication between them. 

29. Every motor cab shall be provided with adequate means for the conveyance of a 
reasonable quantity of luggage, and with a sufficient number of chains, straps or other 
Cleans of securing such luggMge. No luggage shall be carried on the roof of the cab, unless 
there’ has been affixed thereto a guard rail of a type approved by the Registering Authority 
or by such officer as he may empower in this behalf. 

80. Where acetylene or other gas is used to light the carriage, the cylinders or vessels 
which contain the gas or in which it is generated must be fixed outside in such a position as 
to minimize the danger of accidental ignition, 

31. No celluloid or xylonite fittings shall be placed inside or outside any motor cab : 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to the inside of the accumulators contained in 
such cab. 

32. No printed or written matter other than the sanctioned rates for hire or these 
rules shall appear on the outside of a motor cab or be carried by way of advertisement, 
Small advertisements of a pattern to be approved by the Registering Authority may, 
however, be exhibited within the cab. 

33. The cushions of the seats in every motor cab shall be covered and stuffed with 
suitable material to be approved by the Registering Authority or by such officer as he may 
empoAver in this behalf. 

34. The doors, windows, seats, roof, springs, wheels, cushions, linings, panels, etc., and 
all furniture and appointment of a motor cab, shall be in proper order and repair, the paint 
and varnish in good condition and the inside peifectly clean. The floor shall be covered 
with a mat of rubber, coir or other suitable material. 

35. The Senior Superintendent of Police may prohibit the use of a motor cab which 
is in his opinion unfit to ply for hire until such time as the defects are remedied to his 
satisfaction. 

36. The carrying capacities of all motor cabs shall be fixed by the Registering Authority, 

37. The driver of a motor cab immediately after any hiring shall carefully search 
for any property accidentally left in it, and shall take the same within 21 j hours, if not sooner 
claimed by the owner, to the nearest police station. 

38. The drivers at motor cab stands shall observe the following rules, namely • 

(I) The drivers of the first two motor cabs on the stand must stay beside tbeir cabs and 
must be ready to be hired at once by any person. 

All motor cabs on the stand must move up as vacancies occur : 

Provided that a hirer wishing to hire any particular car on the stand may do so. 

(II) No motor cab engaged for some future time shall remain on the stand unless the 
driver is willing to accept any intermediate hiring that may be offered. 

(III) No disabled motor cab shall remain on the stand unless such disablement is strictly 
temporary, and can be and is remedied at once. If the disablement is not of such a nature, a 
notice (in a form to be approved by the Registering Authority) shall be at once placed on the 
cab, to the effect that it cannot be used, and will be removed for repair. 

Provided that no hired cab shall be suffered to stand across any street or thoroughfare 
or opposite the entrance of any street or carriage way. 

39. No driver of a motor cab shall— 

{a) be drunk during his employment, 

[b) make u'-e of insulting or abusive language or gesture, 

(e) stand (elsewhere than at some stand or other place appointed for the purpose) or 
loiter for the purpose of being hired, in or npon any public street or road or 
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afl to corroctnese of fittings, and of subjeoti^in to a practical wadtest over a meaenred dietanoe 
of one mile and a time tost of not less than half an hour. If found < to be correct, the taxi- 
meter and its fittingB shall then be sealed to the motor c^b in such a manner that it cannot 
be removed or tampered with without the Boals being broken or removed. 

10. Every taxi-meter shall at the end of each period of six months (the first of such 
periode commencing from the date of the test referred to in rule 9) be submitted to a test 
iimilar to that prescribed by rule 9 ; 

Provided that every taxi-meter shall, at any time, if so required by the Eegietering Author- 
ity, be submitted to him or to snch officer as he may empower m this behalf, for the purpose 
of undergoing such test or any portion thereof. 

11. The owner of every motor cab shall cause to be kept m the cab, for the inspection of 
the public, a register In which the testing officer referred to in rule 9 shall, after each oMhe 
tests prescribed in rules 9 and 10, eoter the date and result of such test. 

Every motor cab shall be provided with a light so placed as to illuminate the taxi- 
meter at night. 

13. In every motor cab there shall be available for the inspection of customers a Hat of 
rates, and the fare charged for the hire of the motor shall not exceed the maximum fare cal- 
eulated according to the scale of such of the said rates as may be applicable, 

14. The driver of every motor cab shall, as soon as he is hired and no sooner, set the 
taxi-meter in motion, and upon the termination of the hiring sholl immediately stop the same. 
If he neglects or fails, to do so, he Bhall be deemed to have committed a breach of this rule. 
But if a motor cab is called from a garage or a stand to take up a passenger at any ydace lees 
than 600 yards from the garage or stand, the taxi-meter shall not be sot in motion nntil the 
motor cab snail arrive at such place and be ready to take up the passenger ; 

Provided that in the event of a motor cab whilst hired being unable to proceed from any 
mechanical derangement or tyre failure, either temporarily or otherwise, the driver shall at 
once stop the mechanism of the taxi-meter as against the hirer, and shall not restart the 
same nntil such time as the defect is remedied. 

16. A driver of a motor cab shall, in the absence of reasonable cause to the contrary, 
proceed to the destination named by the hirer and by the shortest and quickest route. 

16. The brakes of a motor cab shall be so affixed as to be capable of easy application. 
At least one brake shall be so made as to be applied by the foot of the driver, and at least 
one shall act directly upon the road wheels, 

17. All brake and steering connections secured with bolts shall have such bolts secured, 
with nuts, the same to be locked or pinned, 

18. Every motor cab shall be capable of being readily steered, and able to turn on each 
look and to proceed in a contrary direction within a roadway not more than SO feet wide from 
kerb to kerb : 

Provided that the Registering Authority may, in his discretion, grant a certificate of 
registration as a motor cab to a motor car intended for use a» a motor cab if such car is capable 
of turning within a reasonable spuce over and above the said space of 80 feet. 

19. Jt shall be the duty of the owner to see that all parts of the mechanism of the ear 
are periodically inspected ahd kept in proper working order, and a register shall be kept of 
such inspections in a convenient form giving snob partioulars aa the Registering Authority 
may prescribe. This register shall be - open at any reasonable time to the inspection of tbe 
Registering Authority or any Police Officer of and above the rank of a Sergeant or Sub- 
Inspector duly authorised by him in that behalf. Any failure to maintain this register or to 
proauoG it when called for by lawful authority shall be deemed to be a breach of this rule. 

20. In every motor cab the machinery shall be so constructed that no undue noise or 
vibration is caused, and ehall be muiotained in such condition at all times, 

21. Carburetters must not, in any motor cab, be^plaoed in close proximity to magnetos or 
to connection of wires carrying an electric current, unless such magnetos and vyire connections 

respectively screened off or encased in a suitable manner. - 

22. A second tap shall be provided between the tank and tbe oirburetter, and shall be so 
constructed that it can be shut off or turned from i^he exterior of the oar. Evfery motor cab 
ihall also carry some particular form of efficient fire extinguiBher. 

23. No oil shall be allowed to drop upon the roadway, and where a tray or undershield 
is fixed below the mechanism of the oar for the purpose of preventing this or for any other 

a ose, such tray or undershield shall be so placed or constructed that no petrol from the 
, supply pipe or carburetter can collect therein. 

24. Tanks for petrol must be so placed that any overflow shall not fall on or soak into 
ushions, upholstery or floor mats in or about the body. and the filling nozzle shall be brought 
to and permanently fixed to some point outside the body. No petrol aball be poured into the 
tank whilst the engine is running or whilst any lamp other than an electric lamp is .burning 
in or on any portion of the car. 
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26. Effective ujeane ehall be provided in every motor cab for preventing the heat of the 
motor or of the exhaust pipe connection from injuriously affecting other parts of the cab or 
interfering with the comfort of paesengerB All wires carrying electric current rauit be 
properly insulated and protected from injury, and bo placed that the^ cannot bo a source 
of danger. 

20. 'The outlet from the eilencer shall not, in any motor cab, be so placed as to project 
the exhaust directly on to the road^ or be so placed or directed as to alarm horses^ that may be 
immediately behind the cab. 

27. Every motor cab flhall have at least one driving wheel fitted with an approved mean® 
of preventing or limiting side-slipj, and shall carry at least one spare inflated tyre and rim or 
other approved device which can, if necessary, be quickly fitted to any wheel. 

28. Every motor cab in which there is a partition between passenger and driver shall 
be provided with a means of communication between them. 

29. Every motor cab shnll be provided vyi^'h adequate means for the conveyance of a 
reasonable quantity of^Tiiggage, and with a sufficient number of chains, straps or other 
nieans of securing such luggage. No luggage shall be cairied on the roof ql* the cab, unless 
there has boen affixed theret6 a guard rail of a type approved by the Registering Authority 
or by such officer as he empower in this behalf. 

30. Where acetylene or other gas is need to light the cirriage, the cylinders or vessels 
which contain the gas or in which it is generated must be fixed outside in such a position as 
to minimize the danger of accidental Ignition. 

81. No celluloid or xylonite fittings shall be placed inside or outside any motor cab : 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to the inside of the accumulators contained in 
Buoh oabv 

32. No printed or written matter other than the sanctioned rates for hire or theae 
rules ehal). appear on the outside of a motor cab or be curried by way of adveitisement, 
Small advertisements of a pattern to be approved by the Registering Authority may, 
however, be exhibited within the cab. 

33. The tushioDB of the seats in every motor cab shall be covered and stuffed with 
suitable material to be approved by the Registering Authority or by such officer as he may 
empower in, this behalf. 

34. The doors, windows, Beats, roof, Bf)ringfl, wheels, cushions, linings, panels, etc., and 
all furniture and appointment of a motor cab, shall be in proper order and repair, the paint 
and varnish in good condition and the inside perfectly clean. The floor shall be covered 
with a mat of rubber, coir or other suitable material, 

36. The Senior Superintendent of Police may prohibit the use of a motor cab which 
is in his opinion unfit to ply for hire until riuoh time as the defects are remedied to his 
satisfaction. 

80. The carrying capacities of all motor cabs shall he fixed by the Registering Authority. 

37. The driver of a motor cab immediately after any hiring shalt carefully search 
for any property accidentally left in it, and shall take the same within 24 hours, if not sooner 
claimed by the owner, to the nearest police station. 

38. The drivers at motor cab standi shall observe the following rules, namely 

(I) The drivers of the first two motor cabs on the stand must stay beside their cabs and 
must be ready to ba hired at once by any person. 

All motor cabs on the stand must move up as vacancies occur : 

Provided that a hirer wishing to hire any particular oar on the stand may do so. 

(II) No motor cab engaged for some future time shall remain on the stand unless the 
driver is willing to accept any intermediate hiring that may be offered. 

(III) No disabled motor cab shall remain on the stand unless such disablement is strictly 
temporary, and can he and is remedied at once. If the disablement is not of such a nature, a 
notice (in a form to be approved by the Regietering Authority) shall beat once placed on the 
cab, to the effect that it cannot be used, and will be removed for repair. 

Provided that no hired cab shall be suffered to stand across any street or thoroughfare 
or opposite the entrance of any street or carriage way. 

39. No driver of a motor cab shall — 

(a) be drunk during hie employment, 

(5) make use of insulting or abusive language or gesture, 

(c) stand (elsewhere than at some stand or other place appointed for the purpose) or 
loiter for the purpose of being hired, in or upon any public street or road or 
place, 
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{d) refuse to give way (when he reasonably and conveniently may do so) to any other 
vehicle, 

(<?) wilfully obstruct or hinder the driver of any other motor oab in taking up or setting 
down any person into or from such other motor oab, 

(f) wrongfully prevent, or intend to prevent, the driver of any other wotor cab from 
being hired, 

(g) demand more than the proper fare to which he is legally entitled, 

(h) before he has been disoharged by the hiier, desert from the hiring, 

(i) ply for hire with any motor oab which is at the time unfit for public use, or 

(J) shout in order to attract the attention of the public or of a possible hirer, or, for 
any other reaeon, act in such a way as to oanee inconvejiienco or annoyance to 
the public. 

4P, Eveiy driver and attendant of a motor cab shall wear the prescribed uniform which 
shall at all times be kept in good and serviceable condition. 

41 . No pei-fio^shall wilfully deface or injure any motor oab. 

42. The following rates of fires are prescribed for the hire of lioeneed motor cabs in the 
Delhi Province ;

II. If a motor oab is discharged outside the above mentioned areas and returned unoccupied, 
there shall be payable for the return journey an additional charge of six annas per mile to the 
nearest point of the boundary of the said areas. 

III. For more than two paBsengers an extra charge cf six annas shall be payable for eaoh 
extra passenger carried ; provided that the extra charge for a child or children under 1 0 years 
of age shall be three annas only per child. 

IV. For eaoh package or article of baggage not nsually carried by hand an extra charge 
of two annas per package shall be payable, whether the package is carried inside or outside the 
motor oab. 

43. No hirer shall refuse or omit to pay the legal fare for the hire of a motor oab, but 
only as shown by the taxi-meter ; nor shall he refuse to supply Lis correct name and address 
to the driver in case of dispute in connection with the fare, 

44. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, if there is anything in the con* 
structioT), working or general appearance of a motor cab which in the opinion of the Kegiflter- 
ing Authority renders the vehicle unfit for public use, it shall not be licensed. 

PART V, 

M OTOR- Omnibuses. 

1. For the purpose of these rules a “^otor-omnlbus or motor stage carriage^-' mean 
a motor-vehicle (not being a motor-cab) which plies for hire and has seating accommodation 
or eight or more p^sengers. 

No motor-omnibus shall ply for hire within the area of the City or Sadar Bazar except on 
the Elgin Road, the Faiz Bazar, the Chaudni Chauk from the Fort up to the Esplanade Road 
crossing, the Lothian Road from the Lothian Bridge to the junction with the Hamilton Road 
the Hamilton Road, the Mori Gate Bazar, the Dnnerin Bridge, the Gueen^s Road^ the Burn 
Bastion Road, and the Kutab Road. 

2. Every motor^omnibns plying for hire in a public place shall be registeied annually and 
fihall hold a subsisting certificate. 

3. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in sub-rule (fl) of rule 1 in Part II of these 
rules, tbo fee payable for the first registration of a motor-car intended for use as a motor- 
omnibus shall be Rs. 10 and the fee payable for every re-registration of such a car shall 
be Re. 5. 
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4r, Tha conductor of ,a motor-omnibus or stage carriage shall, immediately after the 
completion of a journey, caref ally search for any property aooidentally left in it, and shall 
take the same within iJ Jj hours, if not sooner claimed by the owner, to the nearest police- 
station. 

^ 6 . (/) No person Rhall act as a conductor oE a motor-omnibus unless he holds a Buhsist- 

ing license granted by the Llegis^ering Authority, or some other competent authority, authoris- 
ing him to conduct a motor-omuibus, and no person shall employ any one to conduct a motor- 
omnibus who docs not hold such a license, for which a fee of Us. 10 is payable with an annual 
renevval fee of Ils. 2 . 

[2] No person Rh ill act a driver of a motir-oinnibus unless he holds a subsisting 
lioenge granted l>y the Ite^iateriug Authority or some other competent authority authorising 
him to drive a motoz-oinnibuR, and no person shall employ any one to drive a motor-omnibus 
who do 0 ^ not hold sucli a license, for whieh a fee of Rs. ID is payable with au annual renewal 
fee of Rs. 2 . 

(3) Every conductor and every driver of a laolor-omnibus or stage, carriage shall wear the 
preecvibed uniEorm and badge. 

0 . No passenger shall raEuse or omit t:) pay the legal f ire for the journey in a motor - 
omnibus. 

7, {1) Every moior-omnibus must be presented for inspection in thoroughly good con- 
dition^ and no vehicle will be certified fit for public use unless it is properly painted and 
varoisUed. A proprietor may, if he so desire, apply for a preliminary inspection of the 
ohassie. 

[2) Each new type of motor-vehicle intended for registration as a motor-omnibus must 
be presented at such place as the Registering Authority may appoint for inspection. 

8 . (7) If, after inspection, the vehicle is approved, such approval may extend to all 
vehicles of that description, and others of the same typo need not be again presented except 
as hereinafter provided, but may be taken to such place as the District Magistrate 
Or the Registering Authority may appoint to be registered and passed, provided a certi- 
ficate from the maker or importer is submitted with each vehicle presented for registration, 
stating that it is iu every respect similar to that already' approved and respecting which a 
certificate has been granted. 

( 3 ) Notwithatanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), if after the type has been 
passed, defects develop, which in the opinion of the District Magistrate, or the Registering 
Authority render it unsuitable afl a type for public service, the District Magistrate or the 
Registering Authority may withdraw such approval entirely or until the defects have ^been 
remedied to his satirfactiou. 


9. A coitificate from the proprietor of the vehicle stating that there has been no alteration 
in the design of the miohinery since the previous inspection, must be presented with each 
omnibus submitted for renewal of registration. Should any alteration be made, full 
particulars of such must be stated and the same course of action, may be required as for a firgt 
inspection. 


H). Should it be deemed neoessary, an export, accepted by both parties, shall be employed 
to advise. The fee for the expert examination must be deposited by ^he proprietor with the 
District Magistrate, or the Registering Authority, which fee will be returned if the vehicle 
be passed without any alteration being required. 


11. Every motor-omnibus must be so constructed that the following maxima of weight

12 . The length of the ohassis of a motor-omnibus must not exceed 20 feet; but if the 
platform is to bo constructed up 3 a the frame the total length may be 24 feet, provided that 
the total length of the complete vehicle shall in no case exceed 24 feet. 

13. (i) The wheel-base must not exceed 14 feet C inches and it must in all cases be so 

Whool-baao proportioned to the load that the risk of skidding 

ii reduced to minimum. 


(3) If it is found that a vehicle skids badly or cannot be held under proper control, the 
District Magistrate or the Registering Authority may serve a notice on the proprietor not to 
use the vehicle, and may refuse to license the vehicle again until the defects have been 
remedied.

18. (I) Every motor-omnibus must be fitted with at least two independent brakes, each 

capable of fctopping and holding the vehicle under 
all conditions. They must aUo, where neoessaryj 
be fitted with an approved form of oomper sating device. 

Note, — The muinte narco of tliebiakoB inmrfect oidti is of the utmost impoitance, and this will he 
all times insisted upon. They will at any time be subject to Inspection by the Folioo, 


II. The brakes shall be so fixed as to be capable of easy application, and at least one 
must be applied by a pedal Brakes will not be deemed independent which are operated by 
pedals or lereie acting thiough the same connection upon the same brake blocks, or upon the 
same brake diums, aud at least one must act directly upon the road-whetl without any connec- 
tion with the propelling gear. 

III. The operation of either brake must in no case declutch. 

19. I. Each vehicle must be capable of being readily steered and of turning comers with"* 
Stocrlng unduly interfering with ether traffic. 


II. The steering arms and other connections of the vehicle must be of ample strength, 
and as far as possible protected from damage by collision. 

III. The ball and sooket joints of steering conneotiooB, when such are used, should not be 
pendant, but the longitudinal or tiansverse rods must be carried upon the ball, 

IV. All brakes and steering connections secured with bolts orpine must have such bolts 
threaded and fitted with nuts, which latter must be looked or pinned The whole of the brake 
and steering parts must be maintained in perfect order, and will te subject to inspection by 
the Police at any time. 

?10, 1. All parts connected by bolts, or studs and nuts, subject to severe vibration, must be 

fastened by look nuts, or by nuts and approved 
spring or look nut washers, to prevent 
their working loose and causing noise, and any vehicle with lamp brackets or other fittings 
loose, and likely to cause unnecessary noise, will be regarded as unfit for public service. 

II. The machinery must be so constructed that no undue noise or vibration arises from its 
use. 


Note . — The malntonftnoe of the vehicle in a latlefactory condition In thla respect will he strictly enforced. 

III. Every vehicle must bo submitted at a time and place appointed, to be specially tested ' 
in re&pect of noise and vibration. 

Sll. I. Every omnibus must be bo governed that its highest speed shall not be in excess 
Gearing maximum laid down, 12 miles an hour. 

IL When a vehicle is submitted for inspection, the gear ratio must be supplied ai^d this 
ratio must not be altered without the authority of the District Magistral e, or the Registering 
Authority. The revolution cf the engine when running at thejspeed which will give 12 miles 
an hour with the stated highest epeed gear must also be supplied. 

22. (1) The lubrication of the engine and the carburation of the working mixture must 
be BO controlled that smoke shall not be omitted with the exhaust, or from any other part. 

(2) The proprietor of a vehicle wbiohlis not properly maintained in accordance with 
the foregoing sub-rule may be served with a notice ^‘not to use the vehicle^' until the defect 
has been remedied. 

23. Carburetters or other petrol receptacles, unless they are suitably encased or screened 
must not be placed in oIoho proximity to rdagnetos, or to connections of wires carrying electric 
current. 

24. When a guurd-trag, or under-shield, is fixed beneath the engine and adjacent 
machinery, it must be so constructed that no over-flow of petrol shall be retained in the tray. 

26. Suitable and approved appliances for extinguishing fire must be carried in Buoh a 
position as to be readily available for use, 

26. Tanks for petrol or other liquid fuel must be made of suitable material, properly 
confttrncted, andoE sulficleot strength. They must be go placed that any overflow sh-ill not drop 
upon wood-work, or accumulate where it can be readily ignited. The filling nozzle or inlet for 
the petrol or other liquid fuel should, where possible, bo brought to the outside of the body. 
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27. All wires oaiTvlng electric current must bo properly insulated and protected from 
injury, and so placed that they cannot' be a cause of danger, 

Effective means must be adopted fOr preventing the heat of the motor, generator or 
exhaust pipe connections from injuriously affecting any parts of the vehicle or the comfort of 
the passengei'B. 

29. The exhaust'pipe jnust not be led inside the tray or under-shield or be fixed in such a 
position that oil, or any vaporizable or inflammable materi.'il is likely to be dropped upon it. 

80. The outlet from the silencer rnnst not be so placed as to project the exhaust directly 
to the rear or on to the roadway, or be so placed, or so directed as to alarrn horses immediately 
behind the vehicle. 

31. ' If requisite, a bar or bars, hav ng an eye or bridle to surround the propeller shaft 
must be so fixed, that in the event of either the ehaft“or gearbox breaking, other damage or 
danger therefrom is minimised. 

32. Driving chains and sprockets must be pj^oteoted by a suitable guard. 

33. I, The width between seat backs must not be less than 66 inches where the seats are 

a „ placed lengthwise. 

Heatfl for paSieugera. ^ “ 

II. At least l(i inches measured in .a straight line must be allowed for each passenger on 
every seat, which seat must be fiL and proper and oonveaienb for sitting on. When cross or 

garden seats are fitted inside each must be at least 26 inches clear from the inside back of 
the seat in. front of it so that there shall be room for the knees of passengers, 

III. Corner pillars for bodies must be of suflioient strength, and the body must be properly 
ironed and stayed to give the necessary strength for the weight to be carried and to resist 
the effects of the vibration to which it is liable. 

IV. No seat will be permitted which, when occupied, is likely to cause obstruction to per- 
sons using the landing-board or gangways. 

V. The backs of all seats must be closed to avoid unnecessary risk of the pockets of 
passengers being picked, 

VI. When cushions are provided for seats, they must bo coverpd with leather, cloth of 
good quality, rattan or other suitahle material! 

34. I. The steps for entrance to the omnibus must be placed on the near side and at the 

g, rear of the vehicle. They must be safe and 

^ ' convenient ; suitable and efficient means being 

provided by rails or bands to assist passengers entering and leaving, The lowest step ehall not 
De more than 10 incheR above the ground. 

II, Idle risers of all steps must be closed and the treads of each fitted with an approved 
form of tread-plate. 

86. The vehicle must be suitably lighted. Where acetylene or other gas is used, the 
oylinders or vessels which contain the gas or in which it is generated must be fixed outside in 
such a position as to be removed as far as pospible from danger of accidental ignition. 

36, A hand-bulb horn, for giving due warning of the approach of the vehicle, mus^ 
be provided. 

87. Celluloid or xylonite will not be permitted inside or outside the vehicle, but this does 
not apply to accumulator cells. 

38. A board or other approved means must be fitted to the front and to the rear of the 
vehicle to show destination to which the vehicle is proceeding. The letters and background 
must be black and white respectively, and the letters at least 4i inches high and proportionately 
thick. 

89. The principal points of the route shall be subject to the approval of the District 
Magistrate, Delhi, or Itegistering Authority, and must be painted in black or whit^ letters not 
less than 4 inches high and of proportionate thickness, and be exhibited on boards to the front 
and rear of t^o vehicle. These boards shall be so made that the points of route are shown in 
geographical sequence according to the direction the vehicle is gravelling. Route-boards may 
also be affixed to the sides of the vehiole, 

40, The destination boards shall be illuminatad by night in an approved manner ^ for the 
guidance of intending passengers. 

41. The following particulars must also be euiTably painted on the omnibus ; — 

the weight and speed limit ; 

(^) the full name and surname of proprietor, to bo painted on each side clear of the 
wheels ; 

(c) the words “ Delhi omnibus and the number on the number plate, to be 
painted inside tbe omnibus and also outside at the back on the near side ; 

(fi?) the fares, to be legibly painted inside the omnibus ; and 

(tf) the number of passengers which the vehiole is licensed to carry, to be legibly 
pointed inside and outside the vehicle. 
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42* No advertisement in black and white will be allowed on the front of the vehicle nor 
wiU any writinj^ or lettering be permitted when itift form or position is enoh as to hide, or^ in 
the opinion of the Dlstriofc Ma^ibtrate^ or Registering Authority^ to interfere with the 
easy legibility of the defetinatlon indicators or ronte-boarde. 

43. No printed^ written or other matter shall appear on the oatside or inside of the 
vehicle, or be earned by way of adverfciaoment, except snob, if any, as may be approved by the 
District Magistiato, or Registering Authority. 

44). No perann, except \i learner, fitter, or other official when specially authorised by tbe 
proprietor (such person to carry a special or badge) or a person authorised by the District 
Magistrate, or Registering Authority, shall be allowed to ride beside the driver at any time. 

45, No cans or other reopptacles for oil, water, etc., are to be oariied on the driver's foot- 
board, nor may anything be placed in such a manner or position as will be likely to hamper 
the driver or otherwise give cause for compUint, 

46, Each carriage mneL be fitted with an approved means for enabling passengers 
to signal to the driver or conductor when required. 

47, Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, if there is anything in the 
oongtruotion, working or general appearance of a motor-omnibus which, in the opinion of the 
Distiict Magistrate or the Registering Authority, renders tbe vehicle unfit for public use, 
it shall not be Itceueed. 


PART VI. 

Motok-loeribs. 

1. For the purpose of these lulee motor-lorry " means a motor vehicle which is ordin- 
arily used for the carriage of goods. 

2. (I) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in eub-rule (3) of rale 1, Part II of 
these rules, the fee payable for the first registration of the motor-lorry shall be Rs 16 and the 
fee payable for annual re-registration shall be Rs. 8, 

{2) Every motor-lorry must be presented for inspection in thoroughly good condition, and 
no lorry will be certified fit for use unless it is properly painted, A proprietor may, if he eo 
desires, apply for a preliminaiy inspection of the chassis . 

(3) Each new type of motor- vehicle intended for registration as a motor -lorry must be 
presented at such place as the District Magistrate, or the Registering Authority may 
appoint for inspection ; and 

3. {!) If, after inspection, the vehicle is approved, such appioval may extend to all 
vehicles of that description j and others of the same type need not be again presented, except as 
hereinafter provided, but may be taken to such place as the District Magistrate, or the Regis- 
tering Authority may appoint, to be registered and passed, provided a ocrtilicate from the 
maker or importer i^ submitted with each vehicle presented for registration, stating that it is 
in eveiy respect similar to that already approved. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (7), if, after the typo has been 
passed, defects develop, which in the opinion of the District Magistrate or the Registering 
Authoilty render it unsuitable as a typo for private or public service, tho District Magistrate 
or tbe Registering Authority 'may withdraw such approval entirely, or until the defects have 
been remedied to his eatisfavtion. 

4. A certificate from the proprietor stating that there has *been no alteration in the 
design of the ma^^hinory since the previous iuspeotion must be presented with each lorry sub- 
mitted for renewal of registration. 

Should any alteration be made, full particulars of such must be stated, and the same 
oourae of action may be required as fqr a first inspection, 

5. Should it be deemed necessary, an expert accepted by both parties shall be employed 
to advise. The fee for the expert examinabion must be deposited by the proprietor with, the 
District Magistrate or the Registering Authority. This fee will be returned if the vehicle 
be past^ed without any alteration being required. 

6. The total length of a motor-lorry must not exceed 26 feet, and the oveihangmust not 
exceed one-fuurth of the length of the vehicle. 

7. If it is found that a vehicle skids badly or cannot be held under proper oontiol, tho 
District Magistrate or the Registering Authority may serve a notice on the proprietor '' not 
to use the vehicle and may refuse to license the vehicle again until the defects have 
been remedied. 

8. The breadth of the chassis must not be greater than 7 ft;ot 0 inches at any part. 

9. No loriy or trailer shall be so loaded that the load projects beyond the limits of the 

vehicle itself in a manner dangerous to the public or Ut^ble to cause to the ’road, 
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10. Each vehicle must be fitted with at least two iodependeat brakes, each capable 
of stopping and holding the lorry under all conditions. It must also, where necessary, ho 
fitted with an approved form of compensating device. 


NoTE.^The maintenance oE the braises in pnvfeot oonfllfcion ifl of the utiUost Importance, and this will at 
nil times be eubjeot to Inspection by tho PoUoe, 

11. Tho brakes shall be so affixed rs to bo capable of easy adiastment, and at least one 
must be applied by a pedal. Brakes will not be deemed inaopendont which are operated 
by pedals, or levers noting through the sarnc connection, upon the same brake blooks, or 
upon the same brake drums, and at least one must not directly upon the road-wheels without 
any connection with the propelling gear. 

12. The operation of either brake must in no case declutch. 

18. Each vehicle mu^t be oapabh of baing rerdily steered and of turning corners without 
unduly interfering witji other traffic. 

14^. The sfeeriug arm^ and other connections of the vehicle, must b3 of ample strength 
and fo far as possible protected from damage by collision. 

15. The ball and socket joint of steering connections, when such are used, should not 
be pendant but the longitudinal or transverse rods must be carried upon the ball. 

16. All brake and steering connections secured with baits or pins must have such bolts 
threaded and fitted with nut'=^, which latter must ha looked or pinned. The whole of tlie brake 
and steering parts must be maiiit lined in perfect order and will be subject to in'^pection by 
the Police at any time. 

17. All parts oonjieuted by bolts, or studs or nuts, subject to sorv^e vibiation, must be 
fastened by lock-nuts, or by nuts and approved spring or look-nut washers, to prevent their 
working loose and causing noise, and any lorry with lamp brackets or other fittings loose, aiid 
likely to cause unnecessary noise, will bo regarded as unfit for service. 

18. {1) The lubrication of the engine and the carburation of the working mixture must bo 
BO controlled that smoke shall not bo emitted with tho exhaust, or from any other part. 

{2) Tho proprietor of a vehicle which is not properly maintiined in accordance with the 
foregoing sub-rule will bo served with a notice ‘^iiot to use the vehicle until the defect has 
been remedied. 

19. Carburetters or other petrol receptacles, unless they arc suitably encased or screened, 
must not be placed in close proximity to magnetos, or to connections of wires carrying electric 
current. 

20. The guard-tray, or undershield, fixed beneath the engine and adjacent machinery 
must be so constructed that no overflow of petrol shall be retained in the tray. 

21. Suitable and approved means for extinguishing fire must bo carried in such a 
position as to be readily available for use. 

22. Tanks for petrol or other liquid fuel must be made of suitable material properly oon- 
fitrnctedj and of sufficient fc^trength. They must be so placed that any over-flow shall not fall 
upon wood-work, or accumulate where it can readily ignite. The filling nozzle or inlet for the 
petrol or other liquid fuel should, whefre possible, be brought to the outside of the body. 

23. All wires carrying electric current must be properly insulated and protected from 
injury, and so placed that they cannot bo a cause of dsnger. 

24. Effective means must be adopted for preventing the beat of the motor, generator or 
exhaust pipe connections from iujuriously affecting any parts of the vehicle. 

26. The exhaust pipe must not be led inside the tray or undersbield or be fixed in such a 
position that oil, or any vaporizable or inflammable material is likely to be dropped upon it. 

20. The outlet from the silencer must not be bo placed as to project the exhaust directly 
to the rear or on to the roadway, or be so placed, or bo directed as to alarm horses immediately 
behind the vehicle. 

27. Driving ohainu and sprockets must be protected by a suitable guard. 

28. Corner pillars for bodies muet be of buffioient strength, and tho body must be 
properly ironed and stayed to give the necessary strength for the weight to be curried and to 
resist the effeote of the vibration to which it is liable. 

89. Head-lights will not he permitted unless they are properly hooded or screened. 

30. A hand-bulb horn, for giving due warning of the approach of the vehicle, must be 
provided. 

31. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, if there is anything in the con- 
struction, working or geue;*al appearance of a motor-lorry which, in the opinion of the District 
Magistrate, or the Registering Authority, renders the Iqrry unfit for public use, it shall 
pot be liceujped,
